Of  a  Malay  daily  paper  there  is  under  those  circumstances,  of  course, 
no  question.  The  hope  of  the  Japanese  inhabitants  is  tkr.t  a  Malay  paper 
will  insert  Japanese  propaganda  and  eonr.orcial  news,  But  not  only  this; 
others  have  to  be  :ia.d-  acquainted  with  Isrporial  Joppa's  love  of  justice. 

The  intellectual  East  Indians  of  Java,  Sumatra,  etc.,  eroect  Japan  to 
publish  a  Malay  paper  undor  Japanese  rnanagsnent  and  the  vishes  of  Japan 
and  Java  oolncldo  rcnarkably.  This  opportunity,  which  is  no"  nature,  has 
boen  lone,  and  oagerly  awaited,  but  if  publication  is  not  now  bo-gun  it  will 
nevor  bo  realized.

Spratloy  Islands,  lip,  Takoda,  Chief  of  tho  Ooivral  Affairs  Soction  of  tho 
Palao  officu,  will  bo  orocoodin,,-  to  the  sa.id  islands  by  the  "  Snipor.  Mcru" 
on  tho  27th.  I  am  informed  that  in  tho  Island  of  Hainan,  all  forms  of 
enterprises  o.re  flourishing,  and  the  llcnyo  Kohatsu*  s  roooarch  party  too 
is  at  prosont  onne^od  in  resoarch  work. 

Tho  aorial  routo  bot' ei  n  Tokyo  and  Palao  has  boon  completely  openod, 
and  paB0on.;ors  at  a  faro  of  360  yon  por  person  aro  convoyed  to  Tokyo  in 
two  days.  Letters  are  30  sen  in  excess  of  tho  ordi  nary  posta^'o.  There 
is  one  plane  per  week.  Larne  four  motor  hjdro  planoe  aro  usod  and  in 
order  to  perfect  this  air  line  they  aro  piloted  by  naval  officers  on  tho 
activo  list  (commanded  by  lioutcnant-coMmandors) . 

havnl  Attache  Okuna,  from  whom  wo  alwa.ys  kc.vo  roccived  tho  pToatost 
possiblo  ht  lp  for  our  'Tow  Guinoa.  Pr.terprioo  Dopp.rtment,  l’as  beon  pro- 
cotod  to  tho  Javy  Ministry,  and  his  succossor,  ITeval  Captain  Funaki,  has 
already  arrived  at  Palao.

Ho  said:  "Ton  persons  for 
ilow  Guinoa  is  rather  fo”,  but  thoso  t*. n  men  must  at  loaot  bo  equivalent 
to  10,000,  bcca.uso  tl.oy  represent  a  roup  of  only  matchless  warriors,  each 
of  v-hom  isi|a.  catch  for  1,000  men."

You  were  80  kind  nt  the  time  to  otv.tvro  me  for  t?'.e  Oversors  Intclli.'or.co 
Buronu,  but  I  feel  ashamed  that  I  have  ne  yot  boon  able  to  do  so  littlo, 
whicn  I  bolieve  ia  duo  to  ny  not  being  favoured  yot  with  tho  right  opportunity 

Boccatly  when  the  situation  in  Europe  has  becoro  tense,  and  with  tho 
prospect  of  the  collapse  of  this  E’lropeeo  Empire,  your  Bureau  hr. a  with  re¬ 
doubled  oner  y  worked  towards  realising  the  great  plan  for  the  domination  of 
Erst  Asia,  ’hich  is  a  .i  antic  scheme  unparalleled  in  history.  I  feol 
indeed  extremely  happy  at  tho  honour  of  boing  made  a  member.  In  tho  evont 
of  this  purpose  bein<v  achieved  in  futuro  by  rendorinn.'  meritorious  scrvicoa, 
it  would  probably  become  impossible  to  fully  describe  our  delight  on  nccin^ 
the  blue-oyod  people  iho  opproesod  us  in  tho  post  hxuring  to  hong'  their  hoods 
low  bonoath  tho  knees  of  tho  Jaoanoso  pooolc. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  to  intensify  my  activities,  I 
have  mode  contaot  with  r.y  co. or  ado  a  in  wirn  and  five  of  then  have  already 
entorod  that  country  in  disvuiso.  As  objects  of  espionage  it  is  our  duty 
to  obtain  confederates,  to  commit  sabotego,  to  incito  the  natives  to 
hootility,  and  to  spread  alarmin’.;  runors.  In  this  rosvioct  1  ontiroly 
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ridiculous  figure  of  their  o  n  lurry-scurry  confusion.  On  investigating 
tho  r-orolo  of  tho  sal#  mixed  troops  of  volunteers  it  /as  boon  found  that 
tho”  nil  entertain  a  .,Tud*ve  in  thoir  hoarts,  and  only  fo”  rmonv  thorn  nro 
villin  to  sacrifice  thoir  livos  for  this  dovilish  regime.  I  may  safely 
assort  that,  should  I  incito  thorn  by  taking  advnntafio  of  their  weak  spot, 
thoso  volunteers  would  find  it  impossible  to  fulfill  thoir  duties. 

In  acoordanco  with  orders  duly  rocoivod  from  our  superiors  wo  have 
deoidod  to  utilizo  larsc  amounts  in  noarost  futuro  for  tho  purpose  of 
corrupting,'  tho  soldiers  and  tho  people  as  w"ll  as  to  organize  a  fifth  column  t 
to  bo  roady  when  tho  fiiiting  begins.  In  viow  of  tho  important  naturo  of 
tho  nattor,  I  an  afraid  that  it  would  bo  impossible  to  obtain  satisfactory 
rosults  unless  porsonnol,  labor  and  materials  are  supplied  in  larse  number 
and  volumo  and  roaso.iablP  distributed.  As  I  am  enjoyine  your  spocinl 
patronrf'o  I  fool  I  should  advise  you  of  rll  matters  in  detail.  I  do  hope 
you  will  pry  due  attention  to  it. 

Tho  salary  ar.d  oanpal.vniTV  oxpensos  that  you  soorotly  sont  me  the  other 
day  have  boon  alroady  safely  rocoivod. 

As  rogards  results,  it  has  bocono  further  improved  end  effoctivo  propor- 
f,anda  oombinod  with  the  war  situation  fcnvo  convinced  soldiers  and  people 
that  this  inforior  Government  will  soon  collapse  so  that  anothor  po”orful 
nation  must  bo  obtained  to  ,\uarantco  thoir  security,  apart  from  which  thoy 
aro  all  desirous  of  rendering  thoir  scrvicos  as  a  rosult  of  havin'*  Tivor. 
them  a  little  nonoy.  Ho’evor,  tho  chanco  has  not  yot  oomo.  My  comrades 
havo  alroady,  by  dis-Tuisinc  thonsolvos,  sucooodod  rcoontly  in  stealing 
various  important  topo^Tapi'.ical  maps  as  vroll  as  data  retardin'.  tho 
distancos  of  military  forcos.  Should  you  dosiro  to  havo  thorn,  plcaeo 
adviso  mo,  at  tho  same  tino  inform  no  in  dotnil  tho  manner  of  forwarding 
tho  srno,  which  will  skip  the  attor.tion  of  tho  censorship.  *1  shall  sond 
it  all  rl.-ht  . 

Please  addross  your  corrospondonco  horonfter  to  my  former  address,  as 
I  intend  to  oast  off  public  suspicion  by  ny  removal.
